A PREVIEW OF 1995 


Most teams in the BASL competition have suffered from losses of players from 
last season. We have again lost good young players to other centres because they 
are looking for work, continuing their studies, or hoping to advance their soccer 
careers in the Melbourne competition. Most affected this season is last year’s 
premiers Golden City who have lost leading players such as Anderson, Conlin, 
Artavilla, Lassey and Thomson among many of last season regular Ists to have 
left the club. Although they have some good young players at the club to fill these 
holes, it is likely that a lack of experience will make it hard for the club to 
dominate again this year. Likewise, the promising Epsom team has lost about 
half of it’s last season Ists squad and will need to spend another year building. 
Fortunately the club has good quality juniors such as Jenkins and Merchant 
coming through to support Smith and the Turner brothers and ‘should again be 
competitive against all teams. 

Spring Gully are fairly intact from last season, and under new coach Ibo Gulden 
will be looking to take the prize they missed out on last year. They are a good 
experienced outfit with the likes of Lane, Yarwood, Parsons and Williams, but 
may suffer in the long run due to a lack of young players coming through. 
Eaglehawk, featuring the Schepers boys and Willy McDonald looms as the 
biggest threat to Spring Gully. They too have retained the majority of last 
seasons players, and have recruited well from other clubs. Although they also 
have a lack of juniors at the club they are an experienced, well balanced team of 
young players who should press hard for top honours. 

Colts may well suffer from lack of depth again this year. They have the ability to 
finish off goal scoring opportunities better than most clubs with the likes of 
Jamie Brown leading the attack, but if opposition teams can stifle their midfield 
they can be vulnerable. However, if they can find consistency Colts may be the 
surprise team of 1995. In contrast, Strathdale will be looking to their junior 
players coming through to strengthen their seniors this year. After two 
consecutive Youth premierships and a strong finish to 1994, Strathdale are ina 
position to establish themselves as one of Bendigo’s top teams for many years to 
come. Their biggest hurdles will be to find a specialist goal scorer to capitalise on 
opportunities created by the active Tresize brothers and Jason Angove in their 
midfield. 

Kyneton showed some patchy good form last season, and have a few good young 
players coming through to support club mainstays Newton, Plant and Cole, but 
it is difficult to see them being more than a thorn in the side of the leading teams, 
particularly at home. Castlemaine should also be looking to build on last year’s 
occasional good performances. Both these sides had good results in the junior 
competition last year and may become serious contenders in the competition 
after another few years of building.

A REVIEW OF 1994 


In what was probably the closest season in the recent history of the Bendigo 
Amateur Soccer League Golden City proved to be the dominant team in both 
senior men’s divisions in 1995. Under coach Michael Anderson the Ist division 
team showed consistency, strong defence and a team balance which saw them 
convincingly win the League Championship. Conlin, Anderson, Pino Artavilla 
and co-Player of the Year Brian Lassey were the hub of a very successful team 
which also won the Knockout Cup and were runner’s up in the League Cup. 
Golden City 2nd division side were dominant to also win their championship, 
and this clubs depth helped the senior team to excel. Veteran Mick Kearin was 
the 2nd division leading goalscorer. 

Two goals to Spring Gully’s Ivan Parsons saw that team defeat Golden City ina 
closely fought battle for the League Cup. “Toots” Trewella’s experienced Spring 
Gully combine boasted the League’s leading goal scorer Ibo Gulden in attack 
and Bendigo Representative goalkeeper Cameron Price to support a talented 
midfield to pressure City all season to be the eventual runner’s up in the League 
Championship. Spring Gully 2nds were the winners of their Knock out Cup final 
with a convincing 4-0 result over Kyneton. 

In their most successful season in the Ist division a young Epsom team earned 
the right to play in their first ever final with an exciting win over Spring Gully by 
penalty shoot after extra time in the semi final of the Knock out Cup. They failed 
to penetrate the Golden City defence in the final, which saw them runners up. 
Midfielders Canny and Lomas, and defenders Smith and Peter Turner were 
leading players all season in a team which delivered some of the form the club 
had been building towards for years. 

Eaglehawk spent the season consolidating after the losses of several leading 
players from 1993. The new players showed the ability to do the job coach Stan 
Thomas asked of them, but regular suspensions to key players and not making 
the most of scoring opportunities saw Eaglehawk fail tp make the most of its 
potential 1994 co-Player of the Year Willy McDonald was prominent in a well 
balanced team which dominated the midfield of most fixtures. 

Colts United had an unsettled start to season 1994 with several poor early 
performances costing them the opportunity to challenge for top honours. 
Without Alfredo Longano, Jamie Brown was lacking support for the early part 
of the season, and was regularly dropping into the midfield looking for some 
cohesion. Coach Mick Martin was able to resolve this problem amid way 
through the first round, and Colts were again the strong side Bendigo soccer has 
come to expect from the club. The 2nds were in a similar situation, and it was 
only after several club stalwarts such as Butler and Koch were recalled from 
retirement to support Jones that the team eventually finished runners up in their 
championship. 


Strathdale were also off to a poor start in 1994 with several players not joining 
the club for the first matches. Particularly welcome when he arrived was striker 
Tim Lee who gave the side a target up front. The Angove brothers gave strength 
to a Strathdale side which recruited well in the off season, and finished the 
competition able to challenge any team. Like Eaglehawk, they were also 
troubled by suspensions to key players during the year, and this may well have 
cost them a position or two on the eventual ladder. As the club with the largest 
juniors in the competition, they will be looking to get a solid start to 1995 and 
press for stronger results. 

Kyneton did not have as much success as they would have liked last year, but 
they were able to turn in a few excellent results, particularly at home. (It is widely 
believed that Ron Cole and his lads are still celebrating the defeat over Golden 
City in the 2nd round) There was also some promising signs that a few of the 
young players the club has been nuturing for some time have ‘come of age’, and 
can mix it with any in the competition. While still not a completely strong team, 
no other side can afford to take them lightly, and the indications are that they 
will get stronger. This was emphasised by their good 2nd division performances 
to be runners up in the Knock out Cup. 

Castlemaine were again at the bottom of the ladder in 1994, but should not be 
discouraged as they were a thorn in the side of many clubs. With their narrow 
home ground and crowded defensive tactics most visiting teams found it hard to 
score goals, while Papademis at the other end proved he was able to score given a 
sniff of an opportunity. In only their second season back into the league the club 
is still building, and has some good juniors coming through at teenage level. 


The Youth division was won for the 2nd consecutive year by Strathdale, showing 
the benefits of having the largest number of juniors in the League. These players 
should serve their club well over coming seasons. Runners up were Golden City, 
and their club will rely heavily on these players to fill the large holes at senior 
level in 1995. 

The U/ 15’s championship was taken out in strong fashion by Golden City from 
Epsom. These two clubs were dominant in the age group, but Golden City was 
too strong in the final analysis. It will be interesting to see how these young 
players graduate into Youth and Senior teams as both clubs will be encouraging 
their players onto higher levels. 

The U/ 13’s was taken out by Kyneton from Strathdale. This Kyneton team also 
won the Under 12’s in 1993, and the club will be eagerly awaiting further success 
in 1995. With several Bendigo sides having a shortage of junior players, Kyneton 
will be looking forward to the season when these young players graduate to 
senior level. 

The U/12’s competition was shared equally between Castlemaine and Epsom. 
As with Kyneton in the U/ 13’s, both clubs will be hoping their young players will 
continue to play well this year and stay with the game and their clubs well into 
the future.

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WOMENS SOCCER IN THE FUTURE IN BENDIGO 


Womens soccer in Bendigo has come along way in the past 20 years. 1995 will have 2 
teams with Girton Grammar and Kyneton entering teams for the first time, good luck to 
both these teams, may your association with the Womens Division be a long and fruitful 
one. In the past four years we have been a base for players for the Victorian Junior and 
Youth teams with 13 girls being selected. Bendigo has the only organised competition 
outside the metropolitan area and the quality of players is no doubt due to the fact that 
many of our players have come through the Junior Division of the B.A.S.L. 1996 will see 

Womens soccer for the first time at the Olympic Games. The 2000 Olympic’s in Sydney 

will give many of our younger players the opportunity to be part of the Women’s team. 

Already programs have been set up in every State, Victoria has appointed former 

Australian player Jeff Olver as coach of its Intensive Training Centre, Jeff is in the process 

of looking at many of our young Bendigo players and one hopes that in the year 2000 that 

we will see one or two Bendigo names in the Australian colours. 

While we have seen many teams come and go over the years the Schepers, Scoble, Skvare, 

and Trewella families are still synonymous and are an integral part of Womens soccer in 

Bendigo. 

Our future will be through support and growth. 

BRIEF HISTORY OF WOMENS SOCCER IN BENDIGO 

1975- With the help of Ian Platt, BASL secretary, the BWSL was formed and comprised four 
teams. These were Golden Square H.S., B.I.T., South Bendigo and Bendigo H.S. B.LT., 
having the most experienced players swept all before them. The highlight of the season was 
a 3-2 win by a Womens Rep side over the Craig Reilly Presidents II. 

1976- The same teams lined up although Golden Square H.S. had joined Golden City. 1976 also 
saw the first contact with the Victorian W.S.A. culminating in 3 interleague games which 
resulted in sound defeats for the BWSL team. However, the experience gained helped the 
Bendigo side to play a I-I draw in an exhibition game in the BASL 5-a-side. 

1977- South Epsom joined the BWSA to make up a five team competition and when Bendigo 
H.S. joined Colts United S.C. all 5 teams were supported by BASL clubs. BWSA became 
affiliated with the VWSA and as a result local player Cheryl Elvey was selected for the State 
team in the National Titles in Perth (Cheryl played for Victoria for a number of years and 
was named in the Australian squad in 1980 and 1981). 

1978- Seymour entered to make a six team competition. The Bendigo Representative squad 
competed in the VWSA Lightning Tournament and also played games against Swan Hill, 
Footscray and the Victorian State squad. Only the State squad matched the Bendigo side. 

1979- This was the most evenly contested year since the inception of the BWSA, College again 
took out the Championship but a new name appeared on the League Cup, Eaglehawk. The 
representative squad were unsuccessful in its defence of the VWSA Lightning Premiership 
but gained a lot of experience against teams of higher standard. 

1980- The most notable improver was Colts United who won the League Cup and finished third 
on the league ladder. The Representative squad defeated Watsonia in a friendly game. 

1981- Barry Moore was appointed coach of the Representative squad which won the 2nd division 
of the VWSA Lightning Premiership. 

1982- Ballarat joined the BWSA making up a seven team competition. Melbourne clubs were 
invited to participate in a Round Robin competition in Bendigo. This proved to be highly 
successful. A Junior Girls non-competitive tournament was run. The Bendigo squad won 
through to the semi-final stage of the VWSA 5-a-side competition in Melbourne. 

1983- Disappointedly, Seymour withdrew from the BWSA. The weather this year was most 
unkind with drought and flood interfering with the playing season. Trish Shanahan was 
awarded the inaugural BWSA Life membership.

Sunbury entered the Association. This year the competition was more even with the result 
of the championship not known until the last weeks. Robyn Doyle was awarded Life 
Membership for her dedication to the game. 

Sunbury withdrew from the BWSA resulting in a six team competition. Spring Gully 
dominated the championship and had both leading goalscorer and Best and Fairest in 
Maria Driscoll. College disbanded with most players joining White Hills. Rhonda Schepers 
and Maggie Bradley were awarded Life Memberships. 

The BWSA amalgamated with the BASL to form a single body overseeing senior Soccer in 
the Bendigo area. Spring Gully made a clean sweep of all major trophies. The representative 
squad played in the Leagues first International match when it played an American team 
who were visiting under the Youth For Understanding concept. Bendigo lost 2-0 ona night 
more memorable for its weather than anything else. 

Spring Gully, Golden City and Colts United dominated the Womens competition for most 
of the year but Gully drew away at the end to win successive Championships. Regretfully, 
this was to be Ballarats’ last year with the BASL after five seasons. The Representative 
squad again played an American Womens team as well as the annual VWSA 5-a-side 
competition, 

The highlights of the year was the Representatives’ squad trip to Tasmania to play the 
Tasmanian U19 State team. Under trying weather conditions Bendigo managed a 2-1 
victory. Spring Gullys’ stranglehold on the Championship was finally broken by a young 
Eaglehawk team. This was the first major title taken by any Eaglehawk senior team. Golden 
City surprised Spring Gully by winning the 5-a-side final in extra time, Spring Gully 
reversed the result in the Knock Out Cup. Cynthia Schepers of Eaglehawk won the 
inaugural trophy for Best Young Player. 

With Epsom entering a team for the first time, the competitive comprised six teams again, 
Eaglehawk took over from Spring Gully by winning the championship, Knock Out Cup 
and 5-side whilst Colts took out the League Cup after extra time and penalties to win their 
first trophy since 1981, White Hills finished runners up on three occasions but Jenny Doyle 
won her second successive Best and Fairest award. The Representative squad made the 
final of the VWSA 5-a-side. 

This was the biggest year in womens’ soccer to date. The BWSA hosted the Inaugural 
Womens Victorian Country championships. Teams from La Trobe Valley, Ballarat, 
Bendigo and a B Division team from Melbourne competed with the final being fought out 
by Bendigo and La Trobe Valley who eventually won an entertaining game. 

This was the year of Colts United who took almost all before them. Bianca Jones, Joanne 
Schepers and Paula Scoble were selected for the Victorian UI9 squad. A game against a 
team from sister city Lost Altos was played in freezing conditions at the Tom Flood Centre 
with the Bendigo side winning a close game by 2-1. The Rep squad defeated La Trobe 
Valley to take out the Country Championship trophy. Strathdale entered their first 
Womens team in the local competition. 

Eaglehawk and Spring Gully dominated the local competition which reverted to a six team 
division when Strathdale withdrew. The Representative squad won the VWSA Indoor 
Competition in Group B and also the Country Championship. Sarah Poyser and Sandra 
Pasco represented Victoria in the U16 National Championships while Joanne Schepers and 
Paula Scoble were selected for the second time in the UI9 Squad. 

This was an exceptional year for womens soccer in Bendigo. Eaglehawk took out every 
possible award for both club and individual. The BASL hosted the week long U16 National 
Championships in appalling weather at Strathfieldsaye. Hannah Blyth, Jenny Noonan and 
Sarah Poyser were all selected in the U16 Australian Squad and spent a week at the A.LS. 
U19 Victorian players were Alex Labour, Paula Scoble and Joanne Schepers who was 
voted the Victorian Most Valuable Player of the series. Bendigo won its third successive 
Country Championship and the VWSA B Division Lightning Premiership. 
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1994- Castlemaine joined the Association increasing the teams to six, Eaglehawk were once again 


supreme in the team events although pushed hard by Spring Gully and Golden City. 
Bendigo won its Fourth Country Championship in succession. Six players were selected for 
the Victorian U16 Squad. Sarah Poyser, almost a veteran, Kirsty Skvarc, Ruth Parker, 
Robin Pritchard, Jenni Black and Bronwyn Carey. Sarah won the Most Valuable Player 
award. Joanne Schepers made her final appearance in the U19 team but hopefully will go 
on to join the senior squad. Loris and Bailey Browning were selected as officials for the 
Senior Victorian Squad and Loris also became a member of the VWSA Executive.

A guide for new-comers to refereeing: 
prepared by Neil McDermid, Law Tutor, AASRF (Bendigo Branch) 


GENERAL OVERVIEW 


The object of the game is to score more goals than your opponents. A goal is scored when the 
whole of the ball passes over the whole of the goal-line , whether on the ground or in the air, 
between the goal-posts and under the cross-bar. [The goal is good no matter which team 
kicks/heads the ball over the line.] 


A, B and C = no goal

(In the same way, for the ball to go out of play over goal or touch lines, the whole of the ball 


must pass over the whole of the line.)

LAWS OF THE GAME The purpose is to guarantee FAIR PLAY - safety/enjoyment 


Referce's responsibilities - 


player safety - 
appurtenances must be safe (e.g. goal posts, corner flays)/ball 


players‘equipment - 
studs: nothing dangerous! (your decision, but “footy” studs are out!) 
shinpads (must be worn by all age groups) 


coach/manager - 
FIFA acknowledges that coaches will want to coach from the sidelines 


during a game. However, they must stay within 2 metres of the team 
bench (or designated area if no benches). Note that only positive 
comments are appropriate. Coaches and managers are subject to your 
jurisdiction the same as players , and if they are abusive or disruptive in 
any way, they can be dealt with accordingly; e.g. sent away from the field of 
play. (A report to the League should follow any such incident.) 


spectators - 
No spectator is permitted to enter field of play. (You have to be sensible if 
mum or dad come to help their 9 y.o. when she/he’s hurt; but you should 
stop the game and call help on before they have to charge on “illegally”!

Offences to look for: 
a.a Direct Free-Kick is awarded to the opponents when any player deliberately, on an 


opponent, commits one of the following offences: 
strikes/kicks/pushes/holds/trips/jumps at/or charges dangerously especially 
from behind 

b.a Direct Free-Kick is awarded to the opponents when any player deliberately handles 
the ball 

c.an Indirect Free-Kick is awarded to the opponents when any player deliberately 
[1] calls out in a manner which distracts an opponent 
[2] shepherds an opponent off the ball (you must not deny an opponent the 
opportunity to play the ball except by getting to it first or taking it off him.) 


Refereeing - implementing the Laws 
sense of fair play 
The referee is there to ensure FAIR PLAY - all players must have a “fair go". 


2. Don't over-officiate 

Spectators come to watch the game, not the referee. 

Penalize only deliberate infringements; use whistle only when necessary, i.e, to 
stop play (for fouls etc) when play would otherwise continue, [No need to whistle 
when the ball clearly goes out of play over goal or touch (side) lines.] 

Use your commonsense; be compassionate; we are refereeing games for children, 
The players are not little adults; they are children having fun. 


3. Give special thought to the following: 


Off-side: the Off-side Law (Law 11) was devised to give defender and attacker an 
equal chance. Some junior team coaches who come from an Aussie Rules back- 
ground do not know this Law and may at times instruct a forward to take up a 
position behind the defence near their opponents’ goal (like an Aussie Rules full- 


forward) to wait for the ball to come to them. 
This is completely contrary to both the Laws and spirit of the game. Such blatant 


off-side positions must be penalized (Indirect Pree Kick). 


Note however: 
{a] at Under 8 and Under 9 levels an attacker who inadvertently finds 


him/herself a metre or so in an offside position should not be penalized. 
fb] af all levels, an attacker in an offside position who is not “in the play" 
(e.g. perhaps on the side of the pitch away from play or who is caught 
stranded by a shot on goal by a team-mate) should not be penalized. 


Corners: on an adult pitch, U8, 9, 10's may take these from the 18yd_ line. 


Goalkicks: on an adult pitch, U8, 9, 10's may take these from near the penalty 
mark. (Note that the ball must leave the penalty area before it is in play.) 


Throw-ins U8, 9, 10's should yet a second or third try lo get it right. Give help!

The Law states only deliberate offences are to be penalized. U10's commit 


very few deliberate fouls anywhere, let alone in the penalty area. 


Cautions (yellow cards) and Expulsions (red cards) are unnecessary in the non-competi- 
tive (U8 - U10) age groups. If there is trouble, talk to the player (and if necessary tell the 
coach or the manager to sub him/her off.) 


SUMMARY 


Ask yourself “Why am I here?” You, as referee, have the power to make this game fun or to 
ake it an event where the winners get all the “prizes” and the losers hang their heads. 


DEFINITIONS 


Off-side: 
1. A player is in an off-side position if he is nearer his opponents’ goal-line than the 


ball, unless: 
(a) he is in his own half of the field of play, or 
(b) he is not nearer to his opponents’ goal-line than at least two of his opponents. 


2. A player who is in an off-side position [FACT] is penalized for being in that position 
if, at the moment the ball touches or is played by one of his own team, 
he is - [ref's OPINION)- involved in the play. 


3. A player shall not be penalized simply for being in an off-side position. 
4. A player can not be offside if he receives the ball direct from a goal-kick, a corner-kick, 
a throw-in or at a drop-ball. 


Direct Free Kick - one from which a goal against the opponents may be scored direct. 
Indirect Free Kick - one which must touch or be played by any player other than the 
kicker before a goal may be scored. (Referee must signal -arm held aloft)

Note too: Referee’s signals and other protocols: 


Direct Free Kick & Throw-in: 
Referee indicates the direction in which the kick/throw is to go. i.e. if kick/throw favours 


team kicking towards East, referee points towards East. 


Referee indicates goal-kick and corner -kick by pointing to the place where kick is to be taken 
from. Note that a goal-kick may be taken from anywhere within the goal area, 


For an Indirect Free Kick the referee must hold one arm vertically upwards until either a 
second player touches the ball or it goes out of play. 


At free kicks (and corner kicks) the referee must ensure that all members of the opposing 
team are at least 9 metres (10 yards) from the ball (unless they stand on own goal-line between 


the goal-posts). 


At goal-kicks, the ball is not in play until it has passed outside the penalty area. 


The pass to the goal-keeper (not necessarily a pass” back"!) 

A player may kick (pass) the ball to his own goal-keeper, but the goal-keeper is not in this 
instance allowed to touch the ball with his hands. If he does, it results in an Indirect Free Kick 
to the other team at the point where the goal-keeper touched the ball. 

Note, however, that the pass must be deliberate and made by kicking the ball with the foot. A 
player may pass the ball to his goal-keeper with his shin or thigh or by heading the ball to 
him; the goal-keeper may, in these instances, use his hands without being penalized.
